amined mortality records for i 
four selected countries of the 
Western world — the United I 
States, England and Wales, 
Sweden, and France. "These 
nations have achieved levels of 
health among the highest la the 
world," the Foundation points 
out. "Here life expectancy has 
reached the highest levels in 
history." 

In 1901, as the accompany- 
log chart indicates, average life 
expectancy at birth in these 
four countries was only about 
60 years. By 1030 the average 
had reached about 60 years. 
And by 1968, despite World 
War If, the average had risen 
still further, to about 70 years. 

Among the biggest gains 
of this century, according to 
H.I.F., has been the reduction 
in deaths of women in child- 
birth. Sweden's rate in 1957 
was the lowest among the four 
nations studied— 8.6 maternal 



4.8 for England, and 5.7 for 
France.* 

Deaths from communicable 
diseases have also declined 
greatly in these countries, the 
Foundation says. From 1926 to 
1957, for example, tuberculosis 
mortality dropped by over 90 
per cent in the United States, 
England, and Sweden. 

As some diseases have been 
largely conquered, however, 
others — notably heart disease 
and cancer — have become In- 
creasingly prominent as causes 
of death. Still further improve- 
ments in health standards the 
Foundation states, "can be 
achieved in all countries

Elication of existing medical 
nowledge. Progress cannot be 
brought about solely through

Making, Baking, 
Freezing Apple 
Pies Suggested 

Look ahead to holiday dinners 
by making apple pies now and 
freezing them. They'll win family 
applause and take the pressure off 
homemakers on these busy days. 

Start with a variety of apple well 
known for its top-notch pie flavor 
and texture. Jonathan, Mcintosh, 
Cortland, Winesap and Golden De- 
licious will all fill the bill. 

Blanch the apple slices if the 
pies are to be frozen. Blanching 
prevevents discoloration and off 



flavor. To blanch apple slices, 
steam them for 3 minutes. Cool 
quickly in running cold water. Then 
drain and blot dry. 

The slices are soft at this stage. 
Forjease of handling, alternate them 
with the sugar mixture In the crust 

Research, shows that apple plea 
baked after freezing have a fresher 
flavor than those baked before 
freezing. Also, for frozen pies it Is 
wise to add steam vents early in the 
baking period rather than in the un- 
baked pie. Wrap the pies in mois- 
ture-vapor-proof material for freez- 
er storage. 

Bake unbaked frozen apple pies 
at 425 degrees F. for about one hour.

HOWEVER, PORK continues at a 
three year low level. ' ffiW 
Notably missing from the U. of I. 
holiday value list are such tradi- 
tional Items as poultry, especially 
turkeys- and oysters. ,- 

Turkeys are high priced with no 
significant change in sight. Fry- 
ers have moved to a higher consen- 
sus price and oysters are scare in 

supply. 

Fresh vegetables could prove an 
exception to the holiday shopping 
rule, plagued as they are by linger- 
ing weather problems. 

Most major lines are considered 
very high priced— F.O.B. quotes in 
many instances are as high as last 
. week's wholesales. 

Most tender items are generally 
much higher priced than year-ago. 
Outstanding exceptions are root 
crops, Brussels sprouts and celery. 

FRESH FRUITS, on the. other 
hand, - probably will be stable val- 
ues hereout through the holidays, 
especially California navel oranges, 
Florida tangerines and grapefruit, 
and western pears and apples. 
- Apples are slightly higher priced 
than year-ago; the others are lower 

priced. 

Groceries and frozen foods take 
the holiday discounts now, offering 
many selections associated with the 
season. Eggs remain unchanged. 

Consensus values appearing in the 
Christmas value line-up include: 

Meats— Hams, beef chuck and rib 
roasts, lamb chops; Produce— navel 
oranges, tangerines, pears, apples, 
Yams, potatoes, onions, celery, cauli- 
flower, carrots, Brussels sprouts^ 
Groceries— orange juice, cranberry 
sauce, peaches, shortening, coffee, 
canned fish and frozen shrimp. 
Pricing patterns: 

Pork—Sharp increased arrivals of 
heavier sowJs at market suggest 
some production decline with indi- 
cations of resulting higher pork 
costs in the year ahead. 

Currently hams hold the value 
spotlight, family size smoked, whole 
or shank half, cooked kinds un- 
changed from last week's 49-55c, 
full butt halves likewise at 55-59c. 
Bacon shows slightly stronger mar- 
Ret tones of 55-5flc. In fresh lines, 
rib and loin roasts are consensus 
priced respectively 35c and 45c, but 
quote lower on features; fresh butts 
35-39c, center chops 69-75c, ribs 45c. 
Beef— Rougher cuts show a. bit of 
a price drop, blade cut chucks 39- 
49c with the high figure being more 
common; round bone roasts quote 
5965c competitively; standing nb 
. and rollled rump roasts from 89c. 
and rib roasts (backed up in supply 

channels) starting at 69c for first 

four ribs, 55-59c for 5th and 6th 
* ribs. Steaks unchanged from last 

week 

Poultry— In line with previous 
reports, turkeys hang high at 49- 
55c, with heavier toms sporting the 
49c tag usually for 20-pounds and 
over. This price could be changed 
to 45-49c for heavy birds as the only 
measurable Christmas concession. 

Fryers continue high on lower 
marketable production, priced 39c 
as a competitive low. Stewers 
(35-39c) and eggs (39-45c grade A 
large) are unchanged from previous 

quotes. 

Lamb— AH marketing factors con- 
sidered, chops take the value nod 
on 59~65c quotes for the shoulder 

These starting quotes prevail on 
other cuts-79c rib chops, 89c loin 
chops, 59c leg roasts, and 45-49c 
shoulder roasts.

in quest of bluegills, perch and 
crappies. 

Ih Stanton bay, the perch are hit- 
ting quite well, due to the fact that 
they have not left the shallows of 
the bay for the deeper areas of the 
lake where the water is. a little 
warmer. 

. When it gets colder and the ice 
begins to thicken, the panflsh head 
out towards the . middle and only 
come in to feed. 

The favorite food of the fish at 
this writing seems to be that old 
standby, the weedworm. 

A few of the men are having sue 
cess with mousies. Fewer yet are 
trying . golden grubs and minnows 
without much success. 

The rules concerning ice fishing 
are basically the same as last year. 
There is no limit on panfish. 

The holes may not be more than 
12 inches in diameter. No more than 
two poles may be in. use at any 
time. 

Northern Pike may not be taken 
at any time through the ice or any 
other way fr,om Nov. 30 to May 1. 

Sizes of the catches have not been 
too large except in a couple of the 
"hidden" feeding runs. 

The fishermen who know these 
runs have been getting 30 to 50 
apiece when the fish are hitting — 
mostly bluegills and crappies. 

Best fishing hours are in the 
morning before 10 and then again 
in the late afternoon after 3, with 
the most luck during the latter. 

The thing to beware of at the 
present is the rotten ice which pre- 
vails throughout the chain. What 
looks like solid ice is usually a 
soft coating over the surface of the 
lake. 

About the only places that are 
really safe arc the back channels 
and the bays. Sometimes the ice will 
break near the shore but once out 
on the main portion it holds. 

The main channels are almost all 
open or covered with just a thin 
sheet of Ice, as are the unsheltered 
parts of the lakes.

The gift books come in two sizes. 
The $2.50 version contains ten 25- 
cent savings stamps; the $5 size has 
20 stamps. 

These are the same ' savings 
stamps many youngsters have been 
buying all year on their weekly 
school stamp days.

In New Leaflet 



SPRINGFIELD — Secretary of 
state Carpehtlerfa of lice is issuing a 
leaflet which explains to motorists 
the amended Financial -Responsibil- 
ity Law effective Jan. 1, 1860. 

The leaflet <ls enclosed tin mailed 
license plate envelopes land distrib- 
uted at over-the-counter sales. 

"This leaflet gives motor vehicle 
owners and operators the informa- 
tion they need about the essential 
points of the law," Carpentler said. 
. . Ji'lt* may. .save them unnecessary 
expense and also servo to protect! 
them against drivers who are in- 
clined to be Irresponsible in their 
automobile operations!" -./.^ 

Under the law as it> was amended 
by the 1950 session of the general 
assembly, owners and operators in- 
volved in accidents that result in 
the death or injury of a person or 
persons, or In property damage of 
$100 or more to a vehicle, must fur- 
nish proof of their ability to meet 
possible damage claims up to $25,000. 

Unless public liability and prop- 
erty damage insurance are in force 
at the time of the accident proof of 
future, financial responsibility must 
be established by depositing cash 
sufficient to cover the damages, but 
not less than $200. 

Also by filing a bond in the 
amount of $25,000; by filing evi- 
dence that a court has held owner 
or operator to be not liable. 

Or by filing written statements 
from all other parties involved in 
the accident that the owner or oper- 
ator is not liable. 

If none of those conditions can 
be met, the owner or operator must 
surrender his driver license and 
the license plates and registration 
cards for all vehicles owned by him, 
and he will remain suspended until 
the damages have been paid, a court 
has found him not liable or two 
years elapse without any litigation.

It It a pleasure this week to coll attention to readers 
of the ANTIOCH NEWS and the LAKE REGION NEWS 
the full page newt report on the first page of the second 
section about the birth of Christ which we celebrate' Dec. 
25. 

The "news" stories were written by Protestant and 
Catholic clergymen of Antioch and vicinity at the request 
of the editors. The items are being run with only minor 
editing from what these men wrote. 

The idea 1 for the page was taken from a newspaper 
trade paper which showed how another weekly paper used 
the same idea in reporting the news of Christ's death on 
the cross and His resurrection. 

It was the aim of the publishers of the ANTIOCH 
NEWS and the LAKE REGION NEWS to publish the 
"news" of Christ's birth as it might have been presented 
in the year 1 A.D., and the day of His birth. 
We believe it is the first time a newspaper In this area as 
well as in Antioch has published the Christmas story in 
this way. 




Post Office Business Declines; 
Many Shoppers Roaming Streets 

POST OFFICE // 

"Business" at the Antioch post office dropped off considerably this 
week from a peak of 30,000 cancellations reached early last week, but 
shoppers still roaming the business district indicated "business" there is 
still' good. 

Postmaster Roy Kufalk said that the 30,000 cancellations reported last 
week Tuesday were tops. Since then these have dropped off to 28,000, 
26,000 and 23,000 on down to about 7,000 for this week Tuesday.

Kufalk said last week the local 
postof fice then had set a record for 
Christmas stamp sales and cancella- 
tions.

The letters go through a machine 
too small to handle most packages. 

No estimate could be made on the 
number of packages handled by the 
local post office.

These eight periods would include 
four lunch periods ae now. 

BY DEVELOPING an eight per- 
iod schedule the high school office 
would have one more period of 22 
classrooms for scheduling purposes,

A meeting between the Antioch high school board, a school architect 
and state department of public instruction officials has been 'postponed 
to a date early next year, possibly in February. 

It has been hoped that these people would get together Dec. 30, but 
a conflict of events together with it being near a holiday or two, changed 
the date. ' 

A meeting of the school board- 
teacher salary committee has been 
called for 8 p.m. Wednesday, Jan, 6, 
the high school board was told at 
its monthly meeting last week. 

E. R. Prosise reported briefly on 
what the joint committee discussed 
and what progress had been made. 

The board will consider the sal- 
ary matter at its Jan. 20 session. 

It was voted to hire one person 
to do adult clerical work so some 
of the high school teachers with 
heavy loads can have more time to 
teach. 

This person would be paid $1.50 
an hour" and work two days a week. 
If the plan works, another adult 
may be hired. 

He or she woirlfe operate dupli- 
cators, copy data on forms and rec- 
ords, check tests, workbooks and 
papers, type library sheets and cata- 
loguing cards, administer some tests 
and type materials and tests. 

Prior to the opening of school 
last September, two clerks were em- 
ployed by the board to help the 
school librarian.
